Less  than  a  week  after  this  trip,  we  learned 
that  we  had  been  invited  to  play  at  the 
"Stars    of  the  Festival"  concert  in  Mossey 
Hall  on  March  28. 

Consequently  Union  Station  found  itself 
beseiged  with  numerous  odd-shaped  cases,  basses 
wrapped  in  blankets,  suitcases,  books  and  seventy 
teenagers  at  eight  thirty  in  the  morning.    The 
train  journey  was  slow  but  great  fun.,    Just  to 
prove  how  mature  we  were,  we  squeezed  twenty- 
three  girls  in  the  washroom — and  we  unravelled 

ourselves  alive.    We  arrived  in  Toronto  at  about 
five  p.m.  and  were  met  by  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis 
Club.     Then  we  were  again  let  loose  until  seven  when 
when  we  met  at  Massey  Hall. 

To  play  there  was  an  experience  we  won't 
forget  for  a  long  time.    I  am  sure  Mr.  Bonnenburg 
must  have  felt  very  proud  that  evening,  and  he  had 
every  right  to  be  so,  for  it  was  due  to  him  that  we 
were  there.    In  his  comments,  the  adjudicator 
praised  in  particular  the  interpretation  Mr. 
Bonnenburg  gave  of  "Pastorale,"    George  Kidd,  of 


the  "Telegram,"  said  after  this  concert,  "This 
is  one  of  the  finest  ensembles  I  have  ever  heard 
perform  at  the  festival ."    The  trip  back  was 
definitely  the  rowdiest  and  most  riotous  of  them 
all .    Sleep  was  next  to  impossible,  especially  in 
some  cases,  six  or  seven  people  in  a  pair  of  seats 
designed  for  four.    At  about  four  o'clock  though, 
most  of  us  were  just  about  asleep  when  something, 
(or  someone)  fell  off  the  luggage  wrack,  and 
just  to  make  sure  we  were  all  wide  awake,  some 
hearty  trumpet  player  played  "You've  got  to  get 
up."    We  obeyed,  and  watched  the  sun  rise. 
After  this  wonderful  trip,  the  band  rested, 
writing  exams,  until  March  22  when  we  took 
part  in  the  Annual  Exhibition. 

On  the  twenty-fifth  of  April,  the  band 
took  part  in  the  massed  band  and  choir  concert  in 
the  Coliseum.    By  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Nesbitt, 
we  were  asked  to  play  at  Carleton  University 
convocation  in  presence  of  the  Governor  General . 

During  the  year  we  have  made  several  broadcasts 
for  CFMO  most  of  which  featured  the  small  groop 
mode  up  of  Peter  Smith,  Harold  McCarthy,  Linda 
Reilly,  Judy  Mitchell,  Peggy  Hawkins,  and  Paul 
Palmer  .    We  also  played  in  many  assemblies. 

I  think  only  the  band  members  can  fully  realize 
how  much  they  owe  Mr,  Bonnenburg.    He  has 
introduced  us  to  a  wide  variety  of  music  that  would 
satisfy  all  tastes;  he  has  given  us  on  appreciation  and 
an  understanding  of  classical  music,  and  by  the  number 
of  students  who  intend  to  take  up  music  as  a  career,  one 
can  see  that  he  has  inspired  us  and  given  music  a  place 
in  our  lives.    Besides  this,  he  is  a  good  friend  to  each
